Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, 9-21, 30-39, 41-50 and 74, drawn to a diagnostic device, 
classified in class 600, subclass 476. 

II. Claims 7-8, drawn to a chamber, classified in class 396, subclass 39. 

III. Claims 22-23, drawn to a panel, classified in class 211, subclass 75. 

IV. Claims 24-29, drawn to illumination means, classified in class 362, 
subclass 3. 

V. Claim 40, drawn to detection means, classified in class 600, 431. 

VI Claims 51-54, drawn to a viewer, classified in class 600, subclass103 

VII. Claim 55, drawn to a diagnostically capable device, classified in class 600, 
subclass 477. 

VIII. Claims 75-76, drawn to a 3D imaging device, classified in class 600, 
subclass 407. 

IX. Claims 77-80, drawn to 2D imaging device, classified in class 600, 
subclass 407. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Groups ll-IX are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the

combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombinations as claimed because each 
subcombination recites limiting features not found in the combination. The 
subcombinations have separate utility such as chambers, panels, illuminators, 
detectors, viewers, diagnostics and imagers. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
